THE  ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S  OFFICE, 
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CIRCULAR:    INFORMATION  REGARDING  TRANSFER  OF  FLAGS. 

A  Joint  Resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  June  5th,  1913,  provides 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings,  the  President  pro 
tempore  of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Adjutant-General,  one  member  of  the 
Senate,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  pro  tempore,  two  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall  constitute  a  commission  whose  duty  shall  be  to 
arrange  for  and  supervise  the  transfer,  from  the  Library  and  Museum  building  to  the  cases  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
Capitol  building,  of  the  flags  of  Pennsylvania  commands  in  the  war  of  the  Suppression  of  the  Rebellion  and  the 
Spanish-American  War,  and  other  flags  of  historical  value,  and  to  arrange  a  proper  and  fitting  patriotic  cere- 
mony in  commemoration  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  commission  hereby  created  is  authorized  to  furnish,  at  the  expense  of  the  Commonwealth, 
transportation,  via  shortest  route,  from  their  residence  in  Pennsylvania  to  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  re- 
turn, to  a  sufficient  number  of  the  surviving  soldiers  of  Pennsylvania  commands  to  carry  the  flags  from  the  Li- 
brary and  Museum  building  to  the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol  building. 

The  Commission  created  by  the  above  quoted  Joint  Resolution  has  designated  Monday,  June 
15th,  1914,  as  the  date  on  which  the  proposed  transfer  will  be  made. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Commission  to  provide  transportation  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  Joint  Resolution,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  from  their  residence  in  Pennsylvania  to  Harrisburg, 
and  return,  to  a  sufficient  number  of  survivors  of .  the  respective  commands  to  carry  the  Flags  from 
their  present  location  to  the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol  Building — preference  in  furnishing  transportation 
to  be  given,  as  follows: 

(a)  To  Color  Sergeants  of  commands,  where  they  may  be  available. 

(b)  Where  Color  Sergeants  are  not  available,  then  the  Regimental  Association  to  make  selection. 

(c)  Where  no  Regimental  Association  is  in  existence,  then  the  senior  officer  of  the  regiment  to  make  selection. 

(d)  If  no  selection  be  made  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (a) ,  (b)  and  (c) ,  then  the  Commission  to  make  a  selection . 

Names,  and  complete  Post  Office  address  of  Color  Sergeants,  or  persons  selected  to  act  in  their 
places,  should  be  sent  to

No  provision  is  made  for  payment  for  subsistence,  or  other  expenses,  to  persons  to  whom  trans- 
portation is  furnished  at  the  expense  of  the  State.

The  transfer  of  flags  will  take  place  during  afternoon  of  Monday,  June  15th,  1914.  Specific  in- 
formation to  be  given  later. 

A  parade  is  contemplated,  to  be  participated  in  by  Posts  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
kindred  Veteran  Associations,  Regimental  Associations,  Sons  of  Veterans,  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
and  an  appropriate  armed  military  escort. 

Organizations  from  points  other  than  Harrisburg,  intending  to  participate  in  the  parade,  will 
make  their  own  arrangements  for  transportation,  rates  of  fare,  and  subsistence. 

Requested  that  organizations  intending  to  participate  in  the  parade,  advise  the  Secretary  at 
an  early  date. 

At  the  conclusion  of  parade,  appropriate  exercises  to  be  conducted  at  a  grand  stand  to  be 
erected  in  front  of  Main  Entrance  to  Capitol  Building.
